Right Eminent Grand Commander 


Sir Knights of this Grand Jurisdiction: 


It is with pleasure that I welcome you this morning to the 
138th Semi-Annual Conclave of this Grand Commandery which 
is once again held in Freemasons Hall in the City of Provi- 
dence, Rhode Island. To our distinguished guests I am honored 
and pleased to be able to bid you a most hearty weleome and 
assure you that it is our earnest wish that your stay with us 
may be a pleasant and profitable one. I realize that many of 
you have made sacrifices to be present, that many are engaged 
in work which is most vital to the winning of the wars in which 
our Country is now involved; but I think that it is fitting that 
we should meet once a year in the birthplace of Templary in 
America. I trust that we may leave this Conclave with a new 
resolve to do all in our power to further Templary in these try- 
ing times, so that we may he better prepared for the future. 


While I am happy to see many familiar faces before me this 
morning, it is with sadness that I observe that each time we 
meet there are some missing who have been called to their 
reward. This is the immutable law of nature. Since our 140th 
Annual Conclave, last October, we have suffered the loss of 
Sir Kt. George Tuck Everett, Right Eminent Grand Com- 
mander from February 1937 to October 1937 ; Sir Kt. and Rev. 
Francis W. Gibbs, Eminent Grand Prelate, who had served this 
Grand Commandery faithfully as Associate Grand Prelate 
from 1915 to 1926 and then as Grand Prelate from 1926 to the 
time of his death February 9, 1944; and Sir Kt. Charles F. 
White, Right Eminent Grand Commander during the years of 
1929 and 1930. We miss the passing of these beloved fraters 
who haye entered the Celestial Asylum above. We have also 
sustained the loss of many other fraters and it is only fitting 
that we should at this time pause in our deliberations and pay 
tribute to these Valiant and Magnanimous Knights who have 
passed into the great beyond.

i 7 ose at this time to give you a detailed report 
of fee temanaeny doings for the first half of this Templar 
Year as I believe that a full report should be rendered at the 
time of the Annual Conclave next October, and what I may or 
might say now will only be repetition at that time. There are 
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however certain matters which should be properly brought up 
now. I shall attempt to be brief and the various Committee 
reports will be likewise. 


Last year was a banner year for this Grand Commandery. 
We Knighted 238 Sir Knights although 252 were elected. This 
was the biggest year since 1926; our net loss was the smallest 
since that time. On assuming the head of the Grand Command- 
ery I set a goal of double last year, or 500, The New Membership 
Committee has worked hard, as well as the individual Sir 
Knights who have obtained all these petitions, and I am pleased 
to be able to report that so far (with the month of June to go) 
we have received 483 petitions which is 27 over the quota 
through May. Sir Knights, while this shows progress in the 
right direction, it is no record, for many other Jurisdictions 
dre far outdistancing us both in numbers and in percentage of 
candidates. It is essential that every member of every Com- 
mandery be on his toes and bring in applications. That is the 
only way we can live. You will hear a short report from the 
New Membership Committee at the proper time. 


All Commanderies in the Jurisdiction have held Inspections, 
although 7 Commanderies did not conform to the requirements 
as laid down by the Committee on Inspections and Tacties. It 
18 my personal opinion that some of these Commanderies could 
have put ona proper Inspection if they had given just a little 
more effort to it. I will have more to say about this at the 
Annual Conclave, together with recommendations. 


Since assuming the office of Grand Commander I have been 
aa for several dispensations. Some have been granted where 
Poe the reason was justified and the request Constitu- 
ie others have been denied on Constitutional grounds. I 
ae 6 ong thought, and am now convinced, that the officers of 
tes ee Commanderies do not study and do not know 
thet emp ar law, otherwise they would not ask for some of 
he Hangs they do. Each Commandery in this Jurisdiction has 

Aa supplied with two copies of the Constitution and Statutes 
: Grand Encampment and of the Grand Commandery, one 
for the Recorder and one for the Commander for the time be- 
ing. I strongly urge Commandery officers to study them. 


I cannot too highly compliment the Presiding Councils Club 
for handling the social affairs of Grand Commandery, nor for 
their charitable efforts this year directed toward the Shrine 
Hospital in Springfield. They are as shrinking violets, always 
talking about Grand Commandery and not about themselves. 
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A copy of the report of the Educational Foundation Com- 
mittee has been mailed to you; while the calls on this fund are 
not so great at present they will be in the future. It is my 
opinion that you have a splendid Committee and I am person- 
ally proud of the manner in which they have given of their time 
and knowledge for many years. 


I would indeed be amiss if I did not acknowledge my appre- 
ciation for the help I have received from the Grand Officers in 
this year when I have been tied up with business and could not 
do the things, nor go to the places, as planned. I am particu- 
larly indebted to Very Eminent Sir G. Lester Marston and 
Right Eminent Sir William O, Tuckerman, for their very valu- 
able assistance. It would have been impossible to have con- 
ducted the affairs of Grand Commandery without their un- 
stinted help. 

In closing may I give you this thought: may we all be spared 
to live, act and carry on the work of Templary and meet again 
in October at the Annual Conclave.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON JURISPRUDENCE 
May 11, 1944. 
To Grand Commandery: 


Several matters have been referred to the Committee on 
Jurisprudence for advisory opinions and reports have been 
made to the Grand Commander. 


The following amendments to by-laws of Constituent Com- 
manderies have been approved by the Grand Commander dur- 
ing recess of Grand Commandery and are now subject to review 
by Grand Commandery. This Committee recommends their 
approval by Grand Commandery. 


Boston ComMANDERY, No. 2.—Amend Article IV, See. 6, 
Par. 1, to read: ‘‘The Treasurer shall demand and collect all 
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the funds from the Recorder at each Conclave, give his receipt 
for the same, pay all demands against the Commandery, when 
duly approved by the Standing Committee on Finance, and 
keep a correct account of all receipts and disbursements. All 
cheques drawn by the Treasurer shall require the counter 


signature of at least one member of the Standing Committee 
on Finance.’’ 


Amend Article VI, Par. 1, to read: ‘‘Every candidate for 
the orders shall make application in writing, stating his age, 
residence and occupation, enclosing the fee of fifty dollars, and 
accompanied by a certificate from two Royal Arch Masons, 
certifying that he has regularly received the degree of Royal 
Arch Mason or that he has petitioned a Chapter of Royal Arch 
Masons for the Capitular Degrees, and is of good moral 
character and respectability.’’ 


Amend Article XT, See. 1, to read: ‘‘The fee for the Orders 
conferred in Boston Commandery shall be fifty dollars, with 
any application filed on or after November 15, 1943. Every 
candidate shall obtain at his own expense, before being 
knighted, a full regalia of Boston Commandery, as described 


in Article XII, paragraph 2 under the heading ‘Regalia’, in 
these by-laws.’? 


Amend Article XI, See. 3, to read: ‘‘The fee for member- 
ship for a Knight Templar shall be ten dollars. No application 
for membership shall be received from any Knight Templar 
except he is in good standing as such, In the case of former 
membership in this Commandery, which has been forfeited the 
full account of dues owing the Commandery by him at the 
time of the forfeiture, in addition to the regular fee of ten 
dollars, shall accompany the application.’’ 


X Amend Article XT, Sec. 4, Par. 4, to read: ‘‘The Recorder 
Incident to his duties, shall prepare and make available for 
the Commandery, without extra charge, and on paper of the 
Same size and quality as the original, a duplicate or carbon 
Copy of any and all minutes, records and reports prepared by 

1m; so also shall the Treasurer, and the Trustees of each 
Fund, and the Chairman of any and all Committees, prepare 
and make available for the Commandery, without extra charge, 
a duplicate or carbon copy of any and all records and reports 


which they or any of them shall submit at any time for the 
approval of the Commandery.”’ 


Cauvary Commanprry, No. 13—Amend Article II, See. 1, 
to read: ‘‘The officers of the Commandery shall be chosen 
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annually at the Stated Conclave in June; the Commander, 
Generalissimo, Captain General, Senior Warden, Junior War- 
den, Treasurer, Recorder, and one member of the Board of 
Trustees shall be elected by ballot; the remaining officers shall 
be appointed by the Commander, Their installation shall take 
place at the Annual Conclave in September, and they shall 
hold their respective offices until their successors are in- 
stalled.’’ 


Sourn SHorr CommanverRyY, No. 31.—Amend Article ITI, 
Section 3, to read: ‘‘There shall also be chosen at the Annual 
Conelave, in the year nineteen hundred and seven, by written 
ballots, three Trustees of the General Fund, also such other 
Funds as may be created (unless otherwise provided for). One 
member shall be elected for three years, one for two years, and 
one for one year, and annually thereafter there shall be chosen 
by written ballots one Trustee to serve for three years.”’ 


DeMonay Commanvery, No. 7.—Amend Article IV, Section 
5, to read: ‘‘Every accepted candidate shall pay to the Re- 
corder before receiving the Order of the Red Cross, the sum of 
fifty dollars, together with a sum sufficient to cover the cost of 
the uniform described in the Bill of Dress and adopted by this 
Commandery.”’ 


QperHsEMANE CoMMANDERY, No. 35.—Amend Article IT, Sec- 
tion 1, to read: ‘‘The Stated Conclaves of this Commandery 
shall be held in the Masonic Temple, Newtonville, Massachu- 
setts, at 7:00 o’clock P.M., on the Fourth Tuesday in each 
month, except that commencing with the April 1944 Conclave 
and continuing for the duration of the present restrictions on 
the use of the Newton Masonic Temple in Newtonville, Massa- 
chusetts, the Stated Conclaves shall be held on the Third 
Thursday after the First Monday in each month. The Stated 
Conclaves in July and August may be omitted by vote of the 
Commandery. Special conclaves may be called by the 
Commander.”’

To the Trustees, Knights Templar Educational Foundation, Division of 
the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
Gentlemen: 

In rendering the annual report of the Educational Foundation, it is 
gratifying to state that since the inception of the fund approximately 
1759 young people have been granted loans amounting to $524,2: . OF 
this amount $362,613.53 has been repaid. 

One encouraging feature of the work is the letters of appreciation 
which we frequently receive and we give below an excerpt from one of 
our students who is making his final payment. This young man is a 
graduate of McGill University Medical School and now serving the Armed 
Forces in the 67th General Hospital in England with the rank of Major. 


“«My wife writes me that our debt is practically liquidated — at 
least will be by the time this letter reaches you. I can only express 
to you personally my heartfelt gratitude for your kindness and 
interest in my behalf. I shall never forget it. Too, I wish you might 
convey to the Directors that same appreciation for the institution— 
the Fund—which allowed me in need to continue the education which 
I desired so intensely. Without your help my progress and life’s 
ambition, my present happy home state would have been quite 
impossible. I do appreciate it all profoundly.’’ 


With such a large number of our young men and young women in the 
Service, it would not have been surprising to find that our collections 
had dropped off but this has not been the case; they have shown a very 
considerable increase and feel that this reflects great credit upon the 
students to whom we have granted aid and also indicates how fully they 
appreciate what the Fund has done for them, 


We feel we have reason to be pleased with the work of our Foundation 
this past year but hope to show even better results in 1944. One sugges- 
tion we would like to pass on to each Commandery in Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island is this: GIVE PUBLICITY TO YOUR FOUNDATION, 
There are many worthy students who can be served if they know of the 
existence of our Foundation. The more the Fund can be of service to the 
sons and daughters of the members of the Fraternity, the happier we 
shall be. While we give preference to those who are affiliated, we are 
glad to be able to serve any young man or woman who is worthy and 
hope that the Sir Knights will encourage needy ambitious young people 
to seek this advice.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON INSPECTIONS 
AND TACTICS 


May 26, 1944. 


Grand Commander, Officers, and Members of Grand 
Commandery: 


While the inspections for the Grand Commandery year 
1943-1944 have been completed this week, the reports of inspec- 
tions have not all been received and tabulated. Therefore, the 
Committee will be obliged to defer until the Annual Conclave 
making a detailed report of the results, except to comment that 
reports so far received indicate much improved conditions. 


At the beginning of the term, the Right Eminent Grand 
Commander assigned to the Chairnian of the Committee the 
duty of handling all matters in connection with inspections. 
This duty he has tried to perform to the best of his ability and 
with kindness and equity with the hope that he has not left in 
the wake of his efforts any unfriendly feelings, Due to travel 
conditions and the distance that some of the members live from 
Grand Commandery headquarters, it has not been possible to 
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hold as many meetings as we felt were desirable. However, 
several meetings have been held and the time has been spent in 
giving consideration to the ideas and new suggestions proposed 
by the new members appointed to the Committee this year. 
We feel this consideration has been most profitable. 


There appears to have been an erroneous impression created 
in the minds of some as to just what the Grand Commander 
reported at the 140th Annual Conclave concerning the activi- 
ties of the Tactics Committee. We would like to point out that 
he did not say that the work of the Committee as respects 
“revision and simplification of our book of Tacties has been 
completed.’’ He did say that the work assigned to the Sub- 
committee composed of Em.*.Sir Elmer H. Robinson and 
Em.".Sir- Ralph C. Knapp ‘“‘has been completed.’? 


So far as the Tactics are concerned, the Committee has every 
reason to believe that it will be able to complete its work to the 
extent that it will be able to-have the new Tactics typewritten 
and in shape for the printer. There will be problems as respects 
expense of printing, obtaining the services of a printer, and 
the necessary paper incident to the printing and distribution 
of the new set of Tactics, However, the Committee is optimistic 
ae finished product may be expected at not too distant 
a date.

In making this report of the New Membership Committee we 
have included all petitions received between September 1943

VISITATIONS 


During the year I made visits to the Grand Jurisdictions 
of Connecticut, Maine and Vermont and was received with 
every Templar courtesy. I was represented at the Annual 
Conclave of New York by R.’.E.’.Sir John E. Rines and at 
the Annual Conclave of New Hampshire by R.’.8.".Sir Wil- 
liam O. Tuckerman. I have’ made numerous visits to our 
Constituent Commanderies and in all such cases have pre- 
sided over the Commanderies and their records are so re- 
corded. I have been compelled to refuse or decline many 
invitations both in and out of this Grand Jurisdiction, much 
to my personal regret. Fs 

There are three occasions which stand out in my memory 


of this year and will long remain, The first is the splendid 
reception tendered to Mrs, Sampson and myself by Springfield 
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Commandery on December 8, 1948, at the Hotel Sheraton in 
Springfield. The facilities of the hotel were taxed to the ut- 
most and this event was featured by the finest smorgasbord 
that it has been my privilege to sit down to, or rather I should 
say stand up to. This bountiful repast was followed by 
dancing until midnight.’ Practically every Commandery in 
western Massachusetts was represented. It was an outstand- 
ing event for me and for Springfield Commandery. 


Having said so much for Springfield Commandery I am 
going to be at a loss to express my pleasure and appreciation 
to my own Commandery, Saint Andrew, which tendered a 
reception to the Grand Warder, Em.’.Sir William Turner, 
Mrs. Turner, Mrs. Sampson and myself on March 10, 1944, at 


the Hotel Roger Smith in Holyoke. This affair was well’ 


attended and again many Commanderies were represented. I 
was especially pleased to find that Em.’.Sir Harold Crocker, 
Grand Captain General, together with Mrs. Crocker and a 
party from Brockton was in attendance, a distance of over 
100 miles. Em.’.Sir Crocker and I were in the same class 
in college and played on the baseball team. He played second 
-base and I played first and today he still says that I saved 
him a lot of errors. 


The third outstanding event was of a much different nature. 
I refer to the Church Parade of Boston Commandery held on 
May 21, 1944, Early in this Templar year I had made the 
request that IF Boston Commandery did not intend to have 
such an event this year, it was my desire that the Presiding 
Councils Club sponsor a Church Parade in Boston but, if 
Boston Commandery intended to hold one that would be 
sufficient as I felt that they had a priority on this matter, 
having had them in years gone by. I do not know whether 
they had planned one before I mentioned it or whether they 
got wind of my remarks and put it on at my implied request. 
In any event, I consider the parade and church service a real 
success in spite of the fact that other church parades were 
held in eastern Massachusetts on the same day. Everything 
went off like clock-work; the parade started on time, and I 
mean on time, and that was the keynote of the day’s pro- 
ceedings. All in all a most impressive event. I believe, and 
had so stated, that this type of affair is very, very good adver- 
tising.

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COURTESIES GRANTED AND EXTENDED 


Two requests for release of Jurisdiction made by the Grand 
Commandery of Maine were received and granted. 


We have made two requests for release of Jurisdiction from 
the Grand Commandery of Connecticut, which have been 
granted. 


We conferred the orders of Knighthood as a courtesy to 
the Grand Commanderies of Ohio, Texas, Missouri, Vermont 
and Utah. 


Complete information in regard to these courtesies received 
and extended is on file in the Grand Recorder’s office. 


DISPENSATIONS 


Twenty-three dispensations were granted and one refused. 
Most of the dispensations granted were necessary because of 
the unusual conditions existing. Proper records of these are 
on file in the office of the Grand Recorder, 


BY-LAWS 


New by-laws and amendments to by-laws which were for- 
warded to me have received proper attention and are now in 
the files of the Grand Commandery office. Most of these by- 
law changes were made so that the by-laws of the Constituent 
Commandery would conform to the Constitution and Statutes 
of Grand Encampment. 5 . 

New by-laws and amendments have been referred to and 
approved by the Jurisprudence Committee. 


DECISIONS 


I have not been called upon during the present Templar 
year to render any decisions. Such questions as have come 
to.my attention have been fully answered by reference to the 
Grand Constitutions. It is my firm belief that if the Com- 
-manders and Recorders of our Constituent mmanderies 
would study their Templar law, many of these requests would 
be unnecessary. 


CHURCH 
It is very gratifying to note that thirty-one Commanderies 


attended church services. Most especially do I wish to com- 
mend Boston Commandery on their parade and church service 
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on May 21, 1944, in commemoration of Ascension Day. This 
service was held at Trinity Church, Copley Square, Boston. 
with nine Commanderies participating plus fifty-three un- 
attached Sir Knights from other Commanderies, and Grand 
Officers of the Grand Commandery. It was my privilege to be 
present and march in this parade which was viewed by thou- 
sands, and I also reviewed the Sir Knights on the return 
march. For the splendid handling of this affair credit must 
be given to Eminent Sir Robert G. Wilson, Jr., Past Com- 
mander of Boston Commandery. 


CHRISTMAS OBSERVANCE 


It is most pleasing to note that thirty-three of our Com- 
manderies held Christmas Observances. The amount contrib- 
uted to the Christmas Offering for charitable purposes by fifty 
Commanderies was $4,715.01; this amount compares favorably 
with other years. It is my belief that this amount could and 
should be materially increased. I am sure that if every Sir 
Knight could know the joy and happiness that this fund has 
brought to the unfortunate, that the collections would be 
greatly inereased. A full and complete report will be pre- 
sented by your Committee and printed in the Proceedings. 


EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION 


During the past year what appeared to be some errors have 
been discovered in the accounts of the Educational Founda- 
tion. The details and amount involved will not be known until 
the present audit shall have been completed. Full details will 
be contained in the annal report of the Trustees of the Educa- 
tional Foundation at the time of the Semi-Annual Conclave 
next May. 


INSPECTIONS AND TACTICS. 


My personal situation made it desirable to place the Chair- 
man of the Committee on Inspections and Tactics in full 
charge of the Inspection program. There were a surprisingly 
few number of requests for change of dates of Inspections, 
possibly the cost of sending out the necessary notices to all 
concerned had a deterring effect. Requests for exemption from 
holding an Inspection were few in number and obviously must 
be and have been refused. It does not improve the morale or 
standing of a Commandery to follow the line of least resis- 
tance. The Committee will, in its report, give more details 
of the activities in all matters falling within its jurisdiction. 
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POPS CONCERT 


On June 23, 1944, the most successful ‘‘Pops Concert’’ to 
date was held under the direction of the Presiding Councils 
Club in Symphony Hall, Boston, with Sir Knight Clyde L. 
Carter as Chairman. Eleven hundred and twenty-three Sir 
Knights, their ladies and friends, filling the entire floor. It is 
my sincere hope that this event be continued as an annual 
affair of this Grand Commandery. 


Other social activities were planned but due to existing 
conditions beyond our control it was considered advisable not 


to attempt them. A full report will be made by the Presiding 
Councils Club. 


CONDITION OF THE ORDER 
Membership 


The Templar year 1942-1943 was the best year that this 
Grand Commandery has had in so far as petitions for the 
Orders was concerned for many years with a total of 252. This 
was the largest number since 1926. Last October we set a 
goal of 500 and finished the year with 513 petitions. In spite 
of these two banner years Grand Commandery continued to 
show a net loss in membership each year. This is due to the 
fact that our average age is high and we seem to have about 
the same number of losses by death each year, plus the dimits 
and suspensions. The net loss for the present year is 145, the 
smallest for many years. While Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island shows this loss of 1% plus, I am informed by the Grand 
Recorder of the Grand Encampment that Templary, the coun- 
try over, will show approximately a 5% increase in member- 
ship. Only a very few Grand Commanderies show a loss for 
this period, unfortunately we are among these few. It would 
seem that with a little more effort on the part of each and 
every Sir Knight we could go ahead of this average and get 
into the gain column. Just recently I received the calendar 
of Quincy Commandery No. 47 and it contained a list of 18 
petitioners. This in spite of the fact that they led all Com- 
manderies in the Jurisdiction last year. This fall the calendars 
coming into the Grand Commandery Office show nearly twice 
as many petitioners as for the same period last year. While 
this increase is due somewhat to the increased interest in 
Masonry in general throughout the Country, I want at this 
time to commend the Membership Committee under the direc- 
tion of Em.’.Sir A. Kenneth Martin, Chairman, for the 
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splendid work this committee has done in promoting increased 
activity in the Constituent Commanderies. A more complete 
report will be rendered by this Committee. 


Sir Knights, there are over 21,000 Chapter Masons in Massa- 
chusetts alone, why haven’t we more of them in our Com- 
manderies? I believe that just a little more effort on the part 
of each one of us will show excellent results. For years I have 
been reading Masonic addresses and always the need for leader- 
ship has been stressed. I believe that during the past year 
we have had better leadership than formerly, but the need 
is still great and it is still my belief that leadership is the 
paramount issue. 


You have all received the Report of the Grand Treasurer 
and the Report of the Committee on Finance. In spite of de- 
ereased income which has been going on for years due to the 
loss in membership since 1926, we were still able to show a 
gain, although small. The expenses having been kept. toa 
minimum so that the income was in excess of the expenditures 
by $646.60. Many items have increased in cost considerably 
as you all realize from your own personal experiences. Last 
October Grand Commandery voted to repay to the Grand 
Fund as soon as conditions permitted, the sum of $4,499.96 
to retire a note of Grand Commandery held by the Trustees 
of the Grand Fund for money loaned to Grand Commandery 
in 1934. After consultation with the Past Grand Commanders 
and the Couneil Officers it was decided that this sum could 
now be repaid. Unfortunately the books for the current year 
had-already been closed. However, the money has been paid, 
the note has been cancelled, and the assets of the Grand Fund 
will appear much better. 


There have been expressions in the records of other Grand 
Masonie Bodies indicating their desire to work in harmony 
with like Grand Bodies. This Grand Commandery also wishes 
to reaffirm its sentiments in this regard, previously expressed 
in other reports made by former Grand Commanders. It has 
always been and it still is the desire and effort of Grand 
Commandery to work in the closest possible harmony with 
all Masonic Bodies. 


Recommendations 


During the past year we have considered the question of the 
purchase of an addressograph for the Grand Commandery 
Office. It is necessary several times a year to address as many 
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as thirteen hundred envelopes and many times one to two 
hundred. This entails a large amount of routine work and it 
seems advisable to consider the purchase of a machine or at 
least the addressograph plates to do this work. During the 
past year we have at times had these envelopes addressed out- 
side the Grand Commandery Office since the change in per- 
sonnel. I do not believe that it is proper to allow any mailing 
list of Grand Commandery to leave Grand Commandery 
Office. It is my understanding that addressographs are not 
available at present but plates are. I therefore recommend 
that the purchase of an addressograph be considered as a labor 
and cost saving device for the Grand Commandery Office. It 
could also be used by the Educational Foundation. 


Consolidations and Jurisdictional Lines 


Earlier in the year I requested the Committee on Charters 
and Dispensations to begin a study of conditions in our several 
Commanderies throughout the jurisdiction, with a view to- 
ward making recommendations in accordance with their find- 
ings, as to the advisability of the consolidation of various Com- 
manderies. Or the change of Jurisdictional lines, perhaps 
even the temporary opening up of some Jurisdictions. Also, 
as to what can be done in the way of assisting in rebuilding 
various Commanderies where necessary and possible. This 
Committee will have a preliminary report later today. I do 
not feel that one man in a single year can make proper and 
mature decisions in such matters. I, therefore, recommend 
that this Committee continue its work along these lines. and 


when ready make their recommendations to the Grand Com- 
mander and Grand Commandery. 


Financial 


Some years ago it was customary to have the Grand Com- 
mander countersign all checks drawn by the Grand Treasurer. 
This gave the Grand Commander a check on expenditures. 
This was also recommended and urged upon every Consti- 
tuent Commandery. For some unknown reason this practice 
was discontinued by the Grand Treasurer. I recommend that 
in the future all checks must bear the counter-signature of the 
Grand Commander, with the exception of payments made by 
the Grand Recorder from petty cash (for which he will account 
to the Grand Treasurer), and that all payments by the Grand 
Treasurer be made by check. 
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At the Annual Conclave held on October 29, 1941, it was 
voted, in accepting the then Grand Commander’s Report, to 
establish a new set of bookkeeping as set up by the auditor, 
Sir Knight T. Rutherford Edwards, in order to have a modern 
up-to-date method of handling our affairs. This vote has never 
been rescinded but in order to once more bring this matter 
to the attention of Grand Commandery, I recommend that 
that system be employed and no other. This has the approval 
of the auditor. 


Diplomas 


It is the usual custom in Masonic Bodies to” present each 
new member with a diploma. I find that this does not hold 
true for some of our Commanderies. Grand Commandery has 
been supplying diplomas to the various Commanderies using 
them during the past. In order to make this uniform, I am 
making the following recommendation, namely: ‘‘The several 
Constituent Commanderies are required to present each ac- 
cepted applicant for the Orders with a diploma when he shall 
have received the three Orders of Knighthood. Diplomas will 
emanate from the Grand Commandery and bear the seal of 
Grand Commandery duly attested by the Grand Recorder. 
The fee to be paid Grand Commandery shall be one dollar for 
each diploma.’’ 


CONCLUSION 


Ti conclusion, I must say that I would indeed be remiss if 
I did not stress the fact that the success and progress we have 
made during the Templar year would have been impossible 
without the loyal and untiring efforts of the Grand Officers 
and Sir Knights of this Jurisdiction. No one man can do it all! 
The man who thinks he is indispensable is fooling himself, if 
no one else. Grand Commanders come, and Grand Com- 
manders go, but the Grand Commandery is continuous. During 
the present Templar year I have had the whole-hearted co- 
operation of all the Grand Officers without which it would 
have been very difficult for Grand Commandery to have func- 
tioned efficiently. 


I am especially indebted to the Grand Recorder and_the 
Very Eminent Deputy Grand Commander. R.’.H.°.Sir Wil- 
liam O. Tuckerman has been ever ready with advice, counsel 
and help, sometimes to his own financial disadvantage. He 
has been unstinted in his effort to assist me. V.’.E.’.Sir G. 
Lester Marston has not only had complete charge of the Com- 
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mittee on Inspections and Tacties but has also assisted with 
advice and counsel on many oceasions. Furthermore, he has 
represented me at many Templar affairs when it was impos- 
sible for me to attend. 


But the Sir Knight to whom I am most indebted is the 
present Grand Warder. Eminent Grant Captain of the Guard 
you will present Eminent Sir William Turner to the head 
of this Grand Commandery. Eminent Sir, for 13 years you 
have accompanied me up and down and across this Jurisdic- 
tion, yes, and outside of it. Unfortunately due to the present 
restrictions on travel we have been less in evidence than usual 
during the past two years, otherwise we would have been seen 
in many of the Constituent Commanderies as in days gone by. 
This has been a matter of regret and disappointment to us 
both. No man ever had a better or truer friend than I have 
in you. It is now my distinct pleasure to present to you this 
Past Grand Warder’s Jewel with the expectation that when 
you wear it, you will be reminded of the many pleasant experl- 
ences we have had together in the past, and with the hope 
that when conditions are again normal, we may once again 
travel around the Jurisdiction as in the past. 


_ As the time runs out, and I lay down the symbol of author- 
ity, I want to thank this Grand Commandery for the privilege 
of having been allowed to serve it, through the past 13 years, 
both by appointment and by election. I appreciate very deeply 
the confidence placed in me and I honestly believe that the 


results achieved during the past year will warrant that con- 
fidence. 


eral highly value the honor which has been conferred upon me 
in having been chosen for this important office. In spite of 
the time, energy and effort required, I have been more than 
amply repaid by the many friendships I have made. I regret 
that in one short year it has been impossible to accomplish 
all that had been planned. 


In closing may I say—

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON JURISPRUDENCE 


Boston, Massachusetts, October 20, 1944. 
To Grand Commandery: 


Since the report of this Committee to our semi-annual 
Conclave on May 26, 1944, several matters have been referred 
to the Committee for advisory opinions and reports have been 
made directly to the Grand Commandery office. 


The following amendments to by-laws of a constituent Com- 
mandery have been approved by the Grand Commander dur- 
ing recess of Grand Commandery and are now subject to 
review by Grand Commandery. This Committee recommends 
their approval by Grand Commandery. 


Sant Jouns Commanpery, No. 1 


Amend ARTICLE I, entitled Concuaves, Szction 1, to 
read: The stated conclaves of this Commandery shall be held 
in Freemasons Hall, Providence, Rhode Island, on the first 
Monday in each month, except September when it shall be held 
on the first Tuesday in the month, and except stated conclaves 
in July and August which shall be omitted unless otherwise 
ordered by vote of the Commandery. 


Special conclaves may be called at the pleasure of the Com- 
mander or set by action of the Commandery and shall be held 
for the conferring of Orders or for such business as may 
be preseribed by law, and shall be held at the place designated 
for stated conclaves, Provipep, However, that a dispensation 
from the Grand Commander having first been had and ob- 
tained, a special conclave may be held (for the conferring of 
the Orders) at a place other than that provided for stated 
conclaves, 


Notice or summons for all special conclaves shall state the 
business to be transacted, and no other business shall be con- 
sidered at such conclave. Notice or summons for a special 
conclave to be held at a place other than Freemasons Hall in 
Providence shall state the place of such meeting. 


Amend ARTICLE II, entitled Orricers, Section 1, to 
read: The Officers of the Commandery shall be chosen an- 
nually at the stated conclave in June, and they shall take and 
hold office from and after their installation at the annual 
stated conclave in October, and shall continue to hold office 
until their successors are duly installed. 
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Amend ARTICLE III, entitled Comirrees, by adding 
Section 2, to read: There shall be a Budget Committee of 
three members of the Commandery. Each member shall hold 
office for a term of three years, and at each annual conclave 
the term of one member thereof shall expire and election to 
the vacancy then to occur shall be held at the stated conclave 
in June. At the stated conclave to be held in June 1944, one 
member of the committee shall Ae elected to hold office for 
one year, one member to hold office for two years, and one to 
hold office for three years. 


_ It shall be the duty of the Budget Committee from time to 
time’ to obtain from the Treasurer, the Finance Committee 
and the Trustees of the Permanent and Life Membership 
Funds full information concerning the financial condition 
of the Commandery, which information shall be furnished at 
the request of said Committee. The Budget Committee shall 
prepare and present at the annual conclave in October, for 
the advice and assistance of the Commander or the Com- 
mandery, a budget of estimated income and disbursements 
for the ensuing year, and may make such recommendations 
in the premises as it shall deem for the best interest of the 
Commandery. 


Amend ARTICLE IV, entitled Fees, Section 1, to read: 
Every accepted candidate shall pay to the Recorder before 
receiving the Order of the Red Cross, the sum of sixty dollars, 
together with'a sum sufficient to cover the cost of a regulation 
Commandery coat, and a Knight Templar’s regalia, which 
shall conform to the uniform adopted by this Commandery. 


Amend ARTICLE YV, entitled Dues, Section 2, to read: 
Any member of the Commandery who is clear on the books, 
upon payment of a sum equal to twenty times the annual dues, 
shall be exempt from the payment of annual dues. 


Further Amend ARTICLE V, by adding SEction 3, to 
read: If any member shall fail to pay his dues or assessments 
to the Commandery, for the period of one year, it shall be 
the duty of the Recorder to notify said delinquent to appear 
at the time it is proposed to act upon the matter and show 
cause why his name should not be suspended from the roll 
of membership; and if he shall, for the space of thirty days 
thereafter, fail to pay the same, and shall render no satis- 
factory excuse to the Commandery, his name may be sus- 
pended from the roll of membership by vote of two-thirds of 
the members present at the, stated conclave. Any member 
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who shall fail to pay his dues for a period of three years may 
be suspended from membership after due notice of the pro- 
posed action and by a majority vote of the Commandery at 
the stated conclave,—Provipep, However, that the Finance 
Committee shall have authority to remit from time to time, 
the dues and assessments of any member whose age, infirmity, 
misfortune or deserts, may in its judgment, entitle him to 
such remission, in which case the Recorder shall notify the 
Board of Trustees, who shall forthwith pay over to the Treas- 
urer from the income of the Charity or Permanent Fund 
the amount of such dues and assessments. 


Amend ARTICLE VI, entitled Untrorm, Secrion 1, to 
read: The uniform of the members of this Commandery shall 
be a black regulation frock coat, black trousers, black shoes, 
buff gauntlets (white gloves will be worn at conelaves for 
conferring the Orders), black velvet baldrie with silver trim- 
mings and poignard, black triangular apron of velvet with 
silver border and trimmings, black chapeau with plume of 
three black feathers, rosette on the left side, and the sword 
and belt usually worn by the Order when on duty.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHARTERS AND 
DISPENSATIONS 


To the R..E...Grand Commander, Officers and Members of 
the Grand Commandery K. T. of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island: 


Your Committee on Charters and Dispensations wishes to 
report that no business requiring its attention has been pre- 
sented to it for its consideration. 


However, at the suggestion of the R.’.B.’.Grand Com- 
mander, this Committee has been requested to make a ten- 
tative survey of general conditions, especially relating to 
those Commanderies that have not shown progress as re: 
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the creation of new: members over a period of several years, 
with the idea of making suggestions and recommendations 
as to the proper procedure of building up the morale and 
interest in the Commanderies mentioned. 


It is the opinion of the Committee that possibly the in- 
crease in membership of many Commanderies in the Jurisdic- 
tion might affect favorably those we have in mind, there is no 
question but what something constructive must be done, to 
assist those that need help, the smaller Commanderies often 
feel neglected, perhaps rightfully so. 


We do not feel that consolidations is the answer if there is 
any other way to achieve results, sentiment figures largely 
and must be seriously considered, the whole subject must be 
approached with care, tact and judgment. 


: Another idea has been considered, that of doing away with 
jurisdictional lines for a period, how this would work is 
problematical, the Committee has been given to understand 
that in other jurisdictions the plan is working to advantage. 


We have but one specific recommendation to offer, believing 
that it is better to hold what we have than to look for other 
ways, build on the foundation already at hand, and try and 
create better understanding, together with helpful sugges- 
tions and support. 


In view of our observations, the Committee recommend 
that the Grand Commander make a personal visit to those 
Commanderies that are the subject of this survey and thus be 
able to get at first hand the sense and real sentiment of the 


members, if this is done we feel sure some happy and worth- 
while solution can be reached.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON INSPECTIONS 
AND TACTICS 


To the Right Eminent Grand Commander and Members of 
the Grand Commandery: 


Despite the difficulties of transportation and the fact that 
so many of our members are engaged in defense work of one 
phase or another or are presently absent with the Armed 
Forees of the country, we noted a distinct improvement in 
the atmosphere surrounding Inspections this year. While the 
results left something to be desired, the record as a whole was 
quite satisfactory. 


Seventeen Commanderies received a mark of ten minus, 
thirteen of these received the same mark the previous year. 
Two Commanderies increased their mark from nine plus and 
two from nine minus. Eighteen Commanderies received a 
mark of nine plus, nine repeating their record for the pre- 
vious year. Four increased their mark from nine minus and 
four Commanderies received a nine plus who for the previous 
year received a ten minus. Nine Commanderies received a 
nine minus, of these two repeated their mark of the previous 
year; one increased from an eight plus and six fell from a 
nine plus. This is not a good record. One Commandery re- 
ceived a nine minus. Five Commanderies were unable, for 
one reason or another, to do enough of the work to enable a 
mark to be given. Of these five, we regret to report that three 
had had a similar experience the preceding year. 


We recommend to the incoming Grand Commander that 
serious consideration should be given to the condition of these 
Commanderies with the hope that their condition may be 
improved to the point where it will be possible for them to 
conform to the Inspection system. 


One Commandery this year, as in previous years, was able 
to do the work only with the assistance of an Officer Line 
made up of representatives of other Commanderies. In our 


opinion, under these conditions, this Commandery should not 
have been marked. 


It is very encouraging to note that during the year just 
closed, 1300 more Sir Knights atended the Inspections than 
in 1942-1948, and the number attending on the Suite showed 
an increase of 84. 


_ Tacrics—The Committee has held several meetings at which 
time they reviewed, line by line, the provisions of the present 
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Tactics, making such amendments by additions or deletions as 
would seem to improve these regulations. This phase of the 
work has been completed and the Secretary of the Committee, 
E.’.Sir Harold S. Crocker, is now engaged in arranging the 
material in such shape that it can submitted to the printer, 
and this is not an easy job. It calls for considerable typing 
work and typists are at a premium. Even had his work been 
completed, the Committee was faced, as you all know, with a 
paper shortage. It would be useless, in fact senseless, having 
in mind the rough usage which these books must receive and 
that they must last over a period of years, to attempt to print 
them on the quality of paper that is now available. It is the 
hope of the Committee that we will be able to have galley 
proofs of the revision completed in time to exemplify that por- 
tion of the Tactics in which major changes have been made. 
Only in this way can we discover the “‘pugs’’ that may have 
crept into the revision. 


_ In order that there may be continuity of responsibility, it 
is the intention of the Chairman of the Committee, if elected 
Grand Commander, to continue Eminent Sir Crocker in 
charge of this important undertaking. 


We know that this report will be disappointing to all those 
who have been looking forward to the completion of this revi- 
sion but we feel certain you will appreciate the difficulties not 
only of the undertaking but the special difficulties which are 
abnormal and peculiar to the times.

Club, were made. A Permanent Sustaining. Membership in 
the Shrine Crippled Children’s Hospitals was purchased and, 
as its new project, has set a goal of $1,000.00 to be used for 
the purchase of much needed special equipment for the 
Crippled Children’s Hospital in Springfield, Massachusetts.

Stricken in the apparent glow of health at a meeting of 
Massachusetts Consistory held in Masonic Temple, Boston, 
on Friday evening, October 22, and removed to the Somer- 
ville Hospital, the hand of Death could not be stayed and on 
the morning of Wednesday, October 27, 1943, God called 


him and the Gates of Death swung softly to let his waiting 
soul pass in. : 


That passing has saddened all who have been associated 
with him in years gone by. To him Masonry was a life and 
not an avocation or diversion. In every branch with which 
he was connected he gave freely of his time, his energy, his 
ability and his effort. An indefatigable worker, a wise coun- 
selor, a true friend, a good man, his zeal for the Institution 
continued to the end of his life, and he has gone to his reward 
with his memory enshrined in the hearts of those whose friend- 
ship he not only gained but long retained. 


Sir Knight Everett was Raised in Soley Lodge, February 
20, 1899; and was presented with the Henry Price Medal in 
1937 by the Grand Lodge of Masons of Massachusetts. 


He was Exalted in Somerville Royal Arch Chapter, June

It is with heartfelt emotion that I announce the passing of 
Reverend Francis W. Gibbs, Eminent Grand Prelate of the 
Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island at 
Fitchburg, Massachusetts on February 9, 1944. 


In the years that Sir Knight Gibbs was an officer of this 
Grand Commandery, serving first as an Associate Grand Pre- 
late from 1915 to 1926, and then as Grand Prelate from 1926 to 
the time of his death he so endeared himself to the Sir Knights 
of this Jurisdiction that his loss comes to many as a distinctly 
individual bereavement. His genial personality, his sparkling 
wit, and his wise-counsel made him always a welcome visitor 
at our Commanderies, and the messages that reflected the 
kindness of his nature and the deep spirituality of his being 
will long be remembered by those who had the good fortune 
to know him personally and to come within the pale of his 
influence. Our sorrow at this time however is assuaged by 
the thought that he has gone Home.

Francis W. Gibbs was born: in Arlington, Massachusetts, 
June 11, 1866, the son of William E. Gibbs, D.D. and Cornelia 
Van H. Lester. He was educated in the Public Schools of 
Portland, Maine, and also spent two years at a Private School 


in that city; and later he attended the State Normal School 
at Buffalo, New York. 


In 1891 he began his preparation for the Ministry eom- 
pleting his studies therefor early in 1895; and in September 
of that year he was ordained to the Universalist Ministry at 
Amesbury, Massachusetts, which Church he served until 1907. 
His subsequent pastorates were Palmer, Mass., 1907-1910; 
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Providence, R. I., 1910-1918; and Fitchburg, Mass., 1918- 
1930. 


October 10, 1895, he was united in marriage to Emma Louise 
Willoughby, and to them were born the two surviving chil- 
dren, Mrs. H. 8. Hemingway, of Littleton, Mass., and William 
W. Gibbs of Fitchburg, Mass. Mrs. Gibbs passed away May 
1, 19387.

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There being no further business the R.*.E.".Grand Com- 
mander called on R.’.E.’.Sir M. Wilbur West, Grand Com- 
mander of the Grand Commandery of New Jersey who said 
in part: 

““We are all pleased to be here, representing our Grand 
Jurisdictions and paying our compliments and respects to 
the Grand Commander of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 
There are five of our active Grand Commanders present. We 
enjoyed in advance seeing you open; it was new to me, as it 
was new to some others present. I believe we have all profited 
by sitting through your Conclave and hearing your business 
transacted. Whenever we get in a tight place, whenever we 
seem to be up against it, whether it be looking for membership 
in our Commandery, whether it be looking for a few dollars 
out of other people, or a little help at home or anywhere else, 
we start groping around. The first place to go for help as 
Masons, and more particular as Knights Templars, is right 
direct to God, because there, and there alone can we get real 
help. As Templars we have learned, or I have, at least, to read 
my Bible. In St. Luke, I read these few words: 


‘And Jesus increased in wisdom and stature, and 
in favor with God and man.’ 


That means that Christ realized a four square life, a com- 
plete life of mind, body, spirit and of heart. Let us be looking 
within ourselves to find the help we want. We have the mind, 
the body, the spirit; let us put them all to work.’’ 

After which we were favored with remarks in part by 
R.".E.°.Sir Joseph Cameron Dunn, Past Grand Commander of 
the Grand Commandery of New York: 

“‘There are some men active in Masonry who are inclined 
to refer to that period extending from 1927 to 1942 inclusive 
as the ‘Decline and Fall of Masonry.’ It seems to me, as well 
as to many who have given thought to it that all the branches 
of Masonry must be brought to a common point of cooperation 
and coordination if ultimate survival is to be its goal. That is 
particularly true of York Rite Masonry, a great, disjointed, 
loose-fitting system in Masonry. In my State of New York, 
the Grand Lodge records approximately 280,000 members. 
The last proceedings of the Grand Chapter showed a member- 
ship of 30,000; the Grand Council 6,000; and the Grand Com- 
mandery approximately 15,000. Why the great gap in figures, 
where does the fault lie? It lies with each one of us. In some 
recent years, most men who have received the sublime degree 
of Master Mason have been of the opinion that they had re- 
ceived all that there is to be received in ancient craft Masonry.

They repeat the assertions of those who have gone before with 
parrot-like rapidity. They know not of what they are talking. 
They are in the same category as the infidel who says there is 
no God, because he does not see him and he cannot speak with 
him. If men are interested in ‘more light’ in Masonry, if we 
likewise are interested in having men receive more light and 
more truth in Masonry, then it is incumbent upon us to instill 
in the hearts and minds of each one of them a desire to receive 
all the light that there is to be received. We know that the Com- 
mandery Orders are the links that complete the chain in the 
York Rite of Free Masonry. Has not the time arrived for us 
to make every man feel that he wants to progress in Masonry 
and then, if we do feel that way, and if we do acknowledge 
that it is our duty, we should popularize the slogan, ‘On to 
the Chapter; on to the Council; on to the Commandery.’ ”’ 

Our next distinguished guest to address the Conclave was 
Sir Knight Caleb Byron Lear, R.’.E.’.Grand Captain General 
of the Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the United 
States of America, and the personal representative of the 
Most Eminent Grand Master, who commented in part: 


“The Most Eminent Grand Master is no stranger to me, 
and he bids me say to you that he appreciates so much the 
interest that has been shown in Templary in Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island, over the years, and more especially is he 
encouraged by the results of the past few years, results that 
reflect a growing situation throughout the United States. I 
think here, in this extremely important Jurisdiction, cover- 
ing as it does not only Massachusetts but the State of Rhode 
Island, that you have a dual responsibility. Masonry has been 
developed right in this part of the country. Some of the great- 
est Masonie leaders of our time have emanated from this State, 
down through the years. The rest of the Country looks to 
the State of Massachusetts. I was interested in hearing the 
committee’s report which defines that your goal for the com- 
ing year has increased from five hundred to one thousand. 
Surely that is not too much for a good Masonic State like this, 
and one that boasts of a Chapter membership of 21,000 or 
22,000 Royal Avch Companions. If there is anything wrong 
with the Templar Orders it is you and I. Here in this room 
is the harnessed manpower of the Jurisdiction known as the 
Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. If 
we had more salesmen representing this organization, I am 
sure that you would not find it difficult here in this State to 
increase your numbers at least by one thousand during the 
next twelve months. Detroit Commandery No. 1 in Michigan 
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Knighted 150 men. Detroit Commandery over the years has 
been one of the brightest spots in Templar Masonry through- 
out the Country. They have developed a type of leadership in 
that Commandery that makes them leaders of perhaps every 
Commandery in the entire Jurisdiction of the Grand Encamp- 
ment. Men of important affairs have found it helpful to take 
their places as Commanders and Officers in that Commandery. 
When we enter into a contractual relation with a candidate, as 
we did when we accepted his fees, we have a responsibility to 
him as well as to the Order that he has sought to unite with. 
We will take a man’s money; we will accept him for member- 
ship in order to get another man’s name on the rolls, and sub- 
ject him to some of the most slipshod sort of ritualistic work 
that you can conceive of. As long as we do that we are not 
going to make Knights Templars. You may add another name 
0 your roll but you are not going to endear the organization 
o.this man. I am awfully tired of hearing the bickering that 
goes on in certain groups within a particular body, or between 
Grand bodies, as to which way or to which body or into which 
Commandery or Chapter a man should go. I believe a man is 
entitled to go the route over which he will find the most attrac- 
ive scenery, and be accompanied by the finest traveling com- 
panions, from a house that is in order, a house that is worthy 
of that man’s time and attention. He is entitled to go the way 
he will get the best work and the Order in Masonry that does 
he best work, the Commandery in this State that does the 
best work, regardless of jurisdictional territory, is entitled to 
receive the most candidates. Throughout the country there 
has a great call been issued, and it is not new, but a great call 
has been issued to every branch in Masonry for a greater co- 
ordination of the efforts of the Chapter, the Council, the 
Commandery, the Scottish Rite, and the Shrine. Until we 
recognize a complete unity of that connection in both branches 
of Masonry, we are certainly not going to attain the great 
success that Masonry is entitled to. The Grand Master is 
most desirous that we have a normal, steady, healthy growth. 
I believe that we, as representative members of an Order that 
has lived down through the pages of history, have a definite 
responsibility to the future Templar generation to see that 
this Order is developed further and maintained, but we can- 
not do it if we do not take an active interest in presenting that 
picture to those who are eligible to our ranks.”’

T have made quite a lot of changes, a great many changes in 
the line of representatives, but I won’t take your time at this 
moment to read them, because there are something like 21 
new appointments and due notice will be sent out by the 
Grand Reeorder regarding these appointments. ”” 

The R. E. Grand Commander asked for any further pusi- 
ness at which time Em.’.Sir Charles W. Henderson, Jr., Grand 
Treasurer, arose and made the following motion at the sug- 
gestion of one of our Sir Knights coming along in the line: 


“T move that Article 18, Section 2, of the Constitution of 
the Grand Commandery be amended by changing the section 
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referring to the per capita tax on Constituent Commanderies 
to read ‘One dollar’ instead of fifty cents, as at present, so 
that the section shall read as amended: 


‘Section 2. Every Constituent Commandery shall 
make annually to the Grand Recorder on or before the 
first day of September a return of the roll of its officers 
and members and of all candidates for the Orders ac- 
cepted or rejected up to and including June 30 next pre- 
ceding, and pay to this Grand Commandery five dollars 
for every Companion receiving the Illustrious Order of 
the Red Cross, and one dollar for every member returned, 
and from the sum thus collected shall be paid the assess- 
ments of seven and one-half cents for every member levied 
by the Grand Encampment. A Commandery failing to 
make said annual return on the first day of September 
shall pay a penalty of twenty-five dollars.’ ’’

That is a ques- 
tion. But we who are not in foxholes are finding something 
that we have not had before. Thinking of this moment when 
I should be installed as your Grand Commander, there have 
been times in recent weeks when I have had an experience 
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that I never had before in my life, almost a temptation to run 
away from the job. That is a cowardly sort of thing, isn’t it? 
T had it the other day, and I went into a church, and I sat 
down, perhaps for twenty minutes. It was quiet. It was the 
House of God. You ean believe it or not, but I came out a dif- 
ferent man, I felt differently. Don’t ask me what happened. 
T can’t tell, We are, as R.’.E.’.Sir West said this morning 
so well, members of the Christian religion, teachers of the 
Gospel, if you will, for that is our ritual. How well are we 
going to fulfill our trust? 


Over the years, we have walked and labored together in the 
interests of Templary in this Jurisdiction. To some extent we 
are familiar with each other’s strength and weaknesses. In 
most cases we have again been elected by our associates to 
offices which we should appreciate do carry great responsibili- 
ties. We have each in turn assented to the ten questions pro- 
pounded to every Commander. These are our Ten Command- 
ments. 


I commend to you the rereading of those questions from 
time to time, for therein you will find the outline of your duties 
and in a reading of the Grand Constitution of the Grand 
Encampment and of the Grand Commandery, you will find 
the scope of your authority. To our hands has been committed 
the Great Light of Masonry. Guard it well and follow its 
precepts. The crossed swords remind us from whence cometh 
our strength. 


I, as your leader, and the officers of Grand Commandery 
associated with me, wish in every way to merit your respect 
by the type of leadership and dignity which we display. We 
desire above everything, your full cooperation, for, with any- 
thing less than that, we can do little. Bear ever in mind that 
your interests are our interests. Working together, we can 
and will accomplish much for the good of each constituent 
Commandery, and, as a whole, for Grand Commandery. 


We must recognize the changing spirit of the times. Failure 
to do so can bring only disaster and perhaps complete dis- 
integration. Every minute history is made and every minute 
changes take place. Ever since I have been an officer in Grand 
Commandery—yes, ever since I entered the fold of Masonry, 
I have had constantly dinned into my ears, ‘You ean’t do 
this, and you can’t do that. Changes are not in order; no one 
wants them.’ To some extent, I think we have all become 
allergic to change, and yet, whether we like it or not, changes 
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are taking place. These changes are making themselves felt 
in our fraternal bodies. We cannot stand still; we must go 
forward. Templary will endure because it is one of the en- 
during things of life and because it is founded upon the reli- 
gion of Jesus Christ. Since the beginning of the Christian 
Era, assaults have been made upon the Bible and upon reli- 
gion, and yet they still endure. 


No better illustration exists than what has happened in 
Russia. When the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics was 
organized, or formed, the first thing they did was attempt to 
abolish religion, and everybody felt that they had done a 
pretty thorough job, but they have found, in this war, much 
to their surprise, that the members of every social order have 
insisted and do insist on their right to worship God as they 
please and to keep the tapers lit on the altars of their churches, 
and they are yielding to the changing times. 


But even religion has been forced in many ways to recog- 
nize the great changes taking place in the world, and has 
adjusted its teachings and its contacts to those changes. There- 
fore, we cannot close our eyes to changes. Any business that 
refuses to recognize the demand of the times to change its 
procedure, to change its product, to change its method of con- 
tacting people, will soon find itself out of business. 


_ Basically, our Ritual remains the same, but our approach 
in interesting men to listen to that Ritual and thereby gaining 
strength in the listening, must be by a different approach than 
our fathers used. 


We, as leaders, must be more progressive, more courageous, 
more virile, more enthusiastic, and more outstanding in our 
leadership than we have been in the past. Men are leaders be- 
cause they have proven their ability to do things, their right 
to command by their own arduous endeavors, and that leader- 
ship brings followers. Conferring a title, shoulder straps or 
emblems of authority upon any man produce little if within 
the soul of that individual there is not a spark of real leader- 
ship that brings men in contact with him, puts them into 
action and in the hearts of those men, kindles new zeal. 


If we are to compete with the radio, the automobile, and 
with other activities that have drawn men from the altars of 
Masonry, we must demonstrate that we have something more 
attractive than those diversions. Men will still follow a live 
leader, will accept a strong program, and will be willing to 
work to produce results. We have had that exemplified repeat- 
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edly in this Grand Jurisdiction in cases where Commanderies 
having been in the doldrums, we have seen a leader chosen, 
and the situation in that Commandery has changed over night, 
and that is the sort of leadership that we have got to have. 


Sixteen years ago, or thereabouts, we had 26,000 members 
in this Jurisdiction. Through death, lack of interest and en- 
thusiasm that membership has dropped to a little over 12,000 
members. Two years ago, your Grand Officers, recognizing 
the critical situation began a campaign to recruit new mem- 
bers. As you heard in the Grand Commander’s report this 
morning, and in the language of him who is now Deputy 
Grand Commander, we secured 562 petitions. Last year, 513. 
We confidently expect this year that 1,000 petitions will be 
placed before the Commandery. I believe that since the Ist of 
September there have been some 137 petitions. If we keep 
at it, we will have our thousand, and perhaps more. 


But that does not just happen. It calls for work, and work 
on the part of every one of us. It is not one man’s job; it is 
everybody’s job. I am sure, if the Commanderies are to grow, 
that we must get new and younger blood. Death is at the end 
of the road. This is not the time to grant dimits. It is not the 
time to make suspensions. It is a refleetion upon any Com- 
mander or Commandery that has on its books a substantial 
portion of unpaid dues and does nothing about their collee- 
tion. It has been repeatedly demonstrated that.losses from 
these sources can be arrested by intelligent, hard work. It is 
not a situation that will take care of itself. Somebody must 
get behind the program and become the driving force to get 
results. 


The non-collection of dues is in large measure responsible 
for the impoverishment of the treasuries of our Commanderies 
Have you ever considered why certain Commanderies are In 
strong financial condition? In most eases, they may thank the 
foresight of the fathers who, year after year, insisted on add- 
ing some substantial sums to the permanent fund. 


As a demonstration of better methods, I know nothing that 
will better display the value of the leader than the way he 
goes out and gets in the money. Don’t leave it all to the Re- 
eorder. Many of our Recorders are getting along in years, and 
they haven’t the physical ability to get out and collect dues as 
they once did. As a matter of fact, it isn’t their job. The col- 
lection of dues is not an unpleasant duty as I see it. It is a 
wonderful opportunity to get in touch with some of your 
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fraters whom you have not seen for a long time. It is an 
opportunity to see them again and get them interested and 
induce them to attend the Conclaves of the Commandery. I 
know of one Commandery that ended its year with no money 
due, all outstanding dues having been collected, up to the Ist 
of September. If it can be done in one Commandery, it can 
be done in others. It is work. Sure it is, but what did we take 
the job for if we did not expect to work? I certainly have an 
idea that I am going to have plenty of work this year, or else 
I would not have taken the job. I don’t care for a job where 
there is no work. 


Undoubtedly, there are in many Commanderies, members 
of the fraternity or members of the families of our fraternity 
who, if they were properly approached, would be glad to name 
an endowment for some departed relative or friend, the in- 
terest of which could be used for current expenses. There 
again is a wonderful opportunity for Commanders and their 
Council to show their devotion to their Commandery by at- 
tempting to make it financially sound. This is not a program 
that can be done in one year, but can be spread over many 
years. , 


Our Ritual need not be improved to make it attractive. We 
can and must develop better rendition, more attractive deliv- 
ery of the lessons we seek to impress upon the candidate, 
and, incidentally the candidate is entitled to the best we can 
deliver, and we have no right to take his money and give him 
less than the best. That was brought out by Sir Kt. Lear this 
morning very well. We have a duty to do the best that can 
be done. 


There is no equity in conferring the Orders of the Red 
Cross or Malta in short form. The candidate does not get the 
complete Templar picture by such a performance. I am not 
particularly in favor of degree teams. However, they are 
better than nothing. Such a procedure does not develop good 
and efficient officers. The officers should confer all of the 
Orders and confer them in such a way that the candidate will 
never forget his experience. 


I cannot forget an experience I had a few years ago with a 
man who worked for our company in New York and said he 
was a member of the Knights Templar and had taken the 
Orders in one of our well-known Commanderies. He desired, 
so he told me, to visit one of the local Commanderies in the 
locality where he lived and wanted me to examine him to 
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determine if I thought he could pass the examination. I sat 
down and asked him all the questions I could think of, and he 
could not answer any of them. I concluded some Commandery 
had done an awfully poor job in conferring the Order of the 
Temple. I could hardly believe he was a member of a Com- 
mandery in this section, but I found out he was. 


There is something else I want to speak of, and that is frat- 
ernization, We have got out of the habit of visiting neighbor- 
ing Commanderies. We have noted with regret and disappoint- 
ment that Past Commanders are missing from the suites at in- 
spection. So many Past Commanders on passing to that rank 
suddenly disappear from the group that attend inspections. 
We are all the poorer for their absence. The custom of attend- 
ing inspections has produced in the past and will continue to 
produce much good will and many lasting friendships. This 
falling off of interest, in my opinion, dates back to some in- 
structions that were issued during the last depression when 
attendance at inspections was discouraged. We know now 
that this was a great mistake. If we are to discontinue any 
procedure, we must necessarily provide something to take its 
place. I hope there may be a revival of interest in attending 
inspections. The pay-off comes to the line officers because in 
making these visits they are going to learn much about the 
faults of their own work, because they will see the faults in 
someone else’s work. These visits need not and should not be 
confined to inspections. Much value can come from social 
contacts and should be encouraged between nearby Command- 
eries. Some Commanderies haven’t the paraphernalia to 
work the Order of the Red Cross or the Order of Malta in full ~ 
form. Others have, and have specialized to a high degree in 
putting on a fine performance. Such a performance we have 
seen Sam Smith put on time and time again. Taking your 
candidates to Commanderies that can do that kind of work is 
going to stimulate their interest and do both Commanderies a 
world of good. 


So far as publicity is concerned, we certainly have been 
‘shrinking violets’. We have social affairs, some Command- 
ery does a worthwhile job of one sort or another, and yet 
nobody makes it their business to get anything in the papers 
about it and the Commanderies get the reputation of being 
dormant. We have only to take pattern from some of the 
other fraternal bodies in order to learn the lesson of the value 
of publicity. Attendance at church services should not be 
emphasized too strongly from the publicity standpoint; that 
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attendance should be considered a prime duty and requisite 
of every Commandery, but there is publicity in it. 


The Christmas observance has fallen into a state of decline 
in too many Commanderies, and this may be due to the fact 
that so many have become grandfathers and love to stay at 
home with their children on Christmas Day. If we could take 
but one hour and restore the observance of the Knights Tem- 
plars’ Christmas Feast, which, after all, celebrates the natal 
day of the Great Captain of our salvation, that would be one 
more bulwark that we could use to strengthen ourselves against 
the changing times. 


I want to say a word about the character of the notices that 
are being sent out and I hope you will not feel that I am too 
critical in what I am saying regarding these matters, but these 
things have been so close to my heart in the last few years I 
must speak of them. I feel it is my duty. Many of the notices 
are unattractive. They are the same, month in and month out. 
No attempt is made to make them more attractive. In the 
opinion of many, the notices should not be used as a vehicle 
to collect dues. If the material in the notice is news, it will be 
read. It is my intention to transmit to each Commandery at 
least once in two months, a message relating to current events 
or problems. 


Our sick remind us of our obligation to bind up the wounds 
of the afflicted and if we neglect them reproach can be the 
only reward that will come to us. Each Commandery should 
make it the responsibility of at least one individual to visit the 
sick. In my own Commandery, we have a man of advanced 
years who has retired but who is getting a wonderful blessing 
out of his contacts with those of the fraters who are ill and 
his reports to the Commandery keep us informed, and many 
times for the first time we learn of the illness of a good friend. 
Our approach in eases of this kind should be sympathetic. We 
must realize how long the days and nights are to the shut-in, 
and it is part of our duty and obligation to cheer them up. 


I am afraid I have been doing some wishful thinking in 
anticipating or hoping the war on the European front would 
by this time have been completed. However, until that phase 
of the conflict is ended, we shall continue to find our trans- 
portation hampered and in consequence our activities still 
somewhat restricted. However, I shall attend as many inspec- 
tions as I can find it possible. If you desire my attendance at 
any of your social functions, your earliest advices respecting 
dates is desirable. 
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I consider my first responsibility that of administration. 
Secondly, but by no means subordinate, assistance to strug- 
gling or ailing Commanderies. These problems will have an 
A-1 priority so far'as I am concerned. I would feel honored 
if Commanders would feel it worth while to discuss with me 
their particular problems, not that I am in a position to rub 
an Aladdin’s lamp and find the answer, but I have lived long 
and have had a broad experience in business and there may be | 
something in the old saying, Young men for war and old men 
for counsel. The Grand Recorder will be informed of my 
whereabouts at all times. Just bear in mind, I yet have to 
work for a living, as do all of our line officers in Grand Com- 
mandery. 


Just a closing word to Commanders. Let us not think of 
1944-1945 as our year. Let us rather think that it is another 
year in the life of our Commandery, Let us leave on the record 
at least one outstanding achievement that may be inscribed 
as a memorial of our efforts. With the help of those who have 
been our leaders in the past and the experience of our Record- 
ers, we can build strong and well for the future. Working to- 
gether, you as Commanders of the constituent Commanderies 
and the officers of Grand Comniandery ean end this year with 
a feeling that we have not only tried to do our best, but we 
have actually earned the shoulder straps and the honors with 
at least more grace and enthusiasm and delight than if we just 
coast along. 


I thank you for your patience. I am afraid I have taken 
longer than I should, but you know how I feel now. 


ue think you would be interested in the report that the Com- 
mittee on Credentials has just handed me. At this session, we 
have had representatives of 35 Commanderies present, and I 
think that is a record. They haven’t done any more than their 
duty, but I want to thank them for doing their share because 
it is a requirement of their vow of office to attend the sessions 
of the Grand Commandery. 


A total of 173 officers are recorded as present at this Con- 
clave. I think that is a fairly decent record, but I hope that 
next year there will be still a larger attendance. It would be 
fine if every Commander, Generalissimo and Captain General, 
should be present, as he should. We realize the difficulties of 
the day, but we hope that from now on there will be a larger 
and larger attendance, because there is a revival of interest, 
and there really is, after all, something in revivals.’’ 
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Is there any further business to come before this Grand 
Commandery before we adjourn?

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CHRONOLOGY 


The following information regarding dates adopted by the various 
bodies of Masonry is of sufficient value to warrant its publication in our 
Proceedings. Dates are carried out for the year of grace, 1945. 


ANCIENT Crarr Masons date from the creation of the world, B. C. 
4000, calling it Anno Lucis (Year of Light). Hence add 4000 to com- 
mon time. . D. 1945=A, L. 5945. 


Roya ArcH Masons date from the beginning of the building of the 
Second Temple by Zerubbabel, B. C. 530, calling it Anno Inventionis 
(Year of Discovery). Hence add 530 to common time, A, D. 1945= 
A. I. 2475. 


Hoy OrpDER oF HicH PrinsTHoop dates from the blessing of Abraham, 
B. C. 1913, calling it Anno Beneficio (Year of the Blessing). Hence add 
1913 to common time. A. D, 1945=A. B. 3858. 


RoyAL AND SELECT Masters refer to the completion of the First 
Temple, B. C. 1000, calling it Anno Depositionis (Year of the Deposit). 
Hence add 1000 to common time. A. D, 1945=A. Dep. 2945. 


Knicuts Tpmpuar date from the founding of the Order, A. D. 1118, 
calling it Anno Ordinis. Hence subtract 1118 from common time. A. D. 
1945—A. O. 827.
